NATURAL INDICATOR 

A fish species found In the 
reservoirs of West Africa 
''helns' 1 In the purification of 
drinking water In three cities of 
the Federal Republic of Germany 
— Goppingen, Wurzburg and 
Ulm. This fish called elephant, 
probably because of Its lltlle 
trunk, Is very sensitive even to 
the slightest contamination of 
water. Special organs on Its 
body emit from 400 to 800 Im- 
pulses per minute and their fre- 
quency depends on what kind of 
chemical substance gets Into the 
water. So, the scientists have 
only to record tha changes and 
take appropriate measures. 

SPEAKING TO A COMPUTER 

When an operator li faced 
with en emergency situation at 
$ complicated installation it Is 
much simpler to shout "Stopl" 
than press a button on the panel. 
Being able to issue verbal com- 
mands also has other advan- 
tages for Industry: a person can 
continue to watch the process 
Equally well or work with his 
hands. Tha area of the panel 
does not limit his movements, 

Experts at tha Robotron in- 
tegrated plant (GDR), having 
developed the K-7SOX device 
which can recognize human 
speech, decided to make use of 
these advantages. Unlike most 
complicated analysers, It Is based 
on a. simple principle. Usually 
Operators use a limited set of 
commands. Bach' operator at the 
controls speaks these commands 
Into a mike. They are then fed 


Into the memory of a micro- 
computer as reference com- 
mands. During the process of 
work, the computer compares the 
next command with them and 
' recognizes'' U. 

The K-780X can recognize up 
to 100 words, and may also bo 
used Cot entering Information 
Into the computer. The GDR ex- 
perts offer this device for 
mlcroprogrammers, controllers, 
operators of automated ware- 
houses, for scientific laboratories 
and medical and X-ray rooms In 
polyclinics. 

BABY PLANE 

It lias taken Australian desig- 
ners four years to produce this 
very tight plane. 

Called Hornet CIO, It weighs 
only 114 kilogrammes. Despite 
Its light weight, the Hornet 1* a 
very Berlous plane Indeed flying 
to distances within a 320-kilo- 
metre range, To mBke the 
storage of the baby plane easy, 
the designers made Its wings 
foldable so that Its cross-wise 
dimension can be reduced from 
7.9 to 2.3 metres.

OUTLOOKS FOR 
THE POWER INDUSTRY 

In their attempt to raise the 
efficiency of power atatlona 
and protect the environment 
from thermal and chemical pol- 
lution, scientists are trying to 
Introduce the magnelohydrody- 
namlc (MHD) method of pro- 
ducing electric energy, The re- 
aulta of Investigations io thla 
sphere were discussed by the 
participants in the 8th Interna- 
tional conference on MHD- 
converslon of energy, which 
has closed tn Moscow. 

Tho conference has shown 
that in many countries Interest 
In the MHD method Ib grow- 
ing, said Y. Shelkov, Deputy 
Director ol the Institute of 
High Temperatures, the USSR 
Academy of Sciences. The So- 
viet Union holds leading posi- 
tions in this field. 

The world’s first MHD-po- 
wer generating unit with a ca- 
pacity of hall a million kilo- 
watts Is being built at the Rya- 
zan heat and power plant. In 
India Uie USSR helps complete 
a power' unit running on coal. 
Wide-scale experiments are 
going on In Poland, Romania, 
China, Holland, Italy, tha USA 
and Japan. 

The conference discussed in 
detail the ways of using MHD- 
unlla In power engineering and 
geophysical Investigations, 

mapped out new approaches to 
designing and making tbe basic 
units of future power stations, 
examined the prospects ot 
MHD-technology for tho next 
ten years. 

The economic aspect ol 
MHD-power engineering arou- 
sed heated discussions.

THE FARM LARORATORY 

The bacteria that live on the 
stalks and leaves ot grasses 
can be entrusted to perform a 
useful Job — that at discharg- 
ing fodder protein. This Idea 
Initiated by Latvian microbio- 
logists has already been con- 
firmed In' practice at the Uzva- 
ra collective farm of the Baus- 
ka district 

The premises of the complex, 
which hava been built with 
money provided by tho farm 
and the republican Academy ol 
Sciences, have appeared on tho 
farm territory. In summer lor- 
ries deliver to the shops tonnes 
of clover and lucerne and in 
autumn they receive beel 
tops. The green conveyor ope- 
rates In unison with mass grin- 
ders and presses squeezing 
gulce out ol It. This Juice ac- 
tually becomes “a field of ac- 
tion" for invisible microorga- 
nisms which settle protein In 
the form of a paste — a valu- 
able flavouring to the ration ol 
animals. which considerably 
helps Ihem gain weight. 

Along with new processes 
the traditional method Is also 
used. Protein is obtained by 
heating |ulce to a high tempe- 
rature. The comparison ol 
these two methods has revea- 
led the advantages of the new 
method. 


MACHINE PARTS 
LIVE LONGER 

Only 15 to 20 grammes ot a 
new compound are required to 
restore the strength of a worn- 
out part. It la not necessary to 
take the Joint apart, the viscous 
substance can be pul In through 
any slot and hardens in 8 to 
12 hours at 16%. Tho machine 
Is then ready to operate again. 
The solidified composition will 
stand 760 kilogrammes per 
square centimetre. The com- 
pound Indudes epoxy resins, 
lower Iron oxides and crushed 
graphite. It can be manufactured 
tn any workshop.

DEMOGRAPHIC 
SHIFTS AND 
THE ECONOMY 

Gleb SPIRIDONOV 

A selective soda) and de- 
mographic study ol tbe popula- 
tion Is to be carried out lu tbe 
USSR Id 19B5. 

An analysis ot available da- 
ta lor tbe period which has 
elapsed since tbe past two na- 
tional censuses tn 1070 and 
1979 makes U possible to 
trace major demographic shifts 
and the basic trends In popula- 
tion changes, which bas grown 
by 30.8 million during this pe- 
riod, and now amounts to 
272.5 million. Population 
growth rales tn the USSR aro 
considerably higher than Iboso 
In economically advanced cap- 
italist countries. Nevertheless, 
lhe present demographic situa- 
tion poses a number ol serious 
problems tor the Sovlci econ- 
omy. 

Id the last war Iho Soviet 
Union sustained heavy manpo- 
wer losses and tbla . caused a 
substantial reduction In tbe ab- 
le-bodied population. Now tbe 
country Is led tag the so-called 
second wave ol Iho consequen- 
ces ol war. Our economy la 
already experiencing a number 
ot dllllcultles because ol a 
shortage of manpower and In 
tlie next few years one cannot 
expect a sharp growth in lab 
our resources. 

Population migration Irom 
countryside lo city. Irom small 
towns to big ones continues in 
the USSR, |ust as in any other 
economically advanced conn 
try. In 1970- I9B2 mure than 
nine million people moved 
from rural areas Into cities 
and now city dwellers amount 
to 64.4 per cent ol the coun 
try's entire population. How 
ever, n tendency towards a re- 
duction ol the outflow af the 
population from a rural locality 
has shaped in the past lew 
years. 

The migration ot rural pop- 
ulations Is inseparably linked 
with changes to the social 
structure ot Soviet society. The 
number ol workers aud em- 
ployees Is growing, tbe ranks 
of collective farmers are being 
reduced. During 1970- 19B2 the 
number of workers grew by 
15.5 million and now they 
make 80.9 per cent. 

Besides, the demographic pe- 
culiarities In different republics 
and regions are taken Into con- 
sideration. For example. In 
Byelorussia and some other re- 
publics, a demographic situa- 
tion characterized by a potential 
reduction ol the able-bodied 
population has taken place. At 
the same: time lhe Central Aslan 
republics, where lhe population 
growth Is more Intensive, dis- 
pose oi considerable manpower 
resources. To use these resour- 
ces more effectively Isbour-ln 
tensive brandies in machine- 
building and llgbl industry are 
being developed Ui Central 
Asia under the nve-ywr p*W, 
as well, branched ol enterprises 
in • small ; and ttkedlnm-slze 
towns ar^ being set up. ' 
Today there are 52.4 million 
pensioners La Ibe USSR, nlmort 
' 20 per cent of . the country's 
population. Many ol them nave 
good health a«* . 
strength fo parUd^Me te pro- 
duettve . ; labour. The Sovl« 
, stale provides them, with 
an opportunity. ..;More, than 
eight mOHon penslonere ,«n» 
continue tp wwk In Industry, 
the services and other bran-

Tho very name of the genre 
— 'weightlifting Juggler” eon- 
lures up ae art which rambines 
ordinary juggler's dexierlly 
with Ihe physical mastery ol a 
welghlllffcr. The props wlifch 
lie uses for his performance 
are not Just balls, rings and 
mam, hut hundred-pauiid can- 
non balls and weights. 

Many of Dikul' s arts are uni- 
que and havo not been Imita- 
ted. To monllon just a few. The 
athlete I iris a record weight of 
kg in a lying position. 
Here Is one more — be has on

:he arena took seven long 
yearn assisted by numerous 
exercises which he did with 
equipment that he designed 
himself. They can be conside- 
red as seven really heroic 
years. 

The performer works with 
ease and plaBtldty with 40 kg 
cannon balls and n SO kg 
weight. Anyone can see (hat 
tho weights are quite real. No 
dummies — this la Dlkul's prin- 
ciple. His performance lasts a 
HtUe over twenty minutes dur- 
ing which time he Hits and 
lltrows a total of about 12 
tonnes. If you add to ihjs bis 
dally rehearsals ol several 
hours' duration, you will get 
quite an Impressive figure. 

The performer Is 48 now and 
says he Is going to continue In 
his superdifQcuIt genre for 
another ten years at least. But 
the sooner you see this won- 
derful star of the Soviet circus, 
a man of stamina and will, the 
sooner you will enjoy a real 
festival of power and beauty.
